The decision of the Prime Minister of 
Southern Rhodesia, Sir Edgar Whitehead, to ban all the African Con- 
gresses and to arrest their leaders is a panic action which can only 
lead to further trouble, 


Does Sir Roy want a showdown ? 


African leaders fear that Sir Roy’s action suggests a desire on his 
part to cause a “showdown” with the African nationalists. This 
suspicion will be strengthened by the Southern Rhodesian action. 


There can be no dispute about the fundamental cause of the present 
difficulties.

Generals vw. pacifists 


The group was founded. last summer and, 
having a former Archbishop as one of its

(There is, in Sweden, no 
law against military people. taking active 
part in politics.) 

Members of the General Staff have advo- 
cated their demand for atomic bombs, with 
well-known pacifists as opponents. Students 
associations, trade unions, and several 
societies, such as the Workers Educational 
Association, UN. Associations, have taken 
the initiative in organising such meetings 
and invited) both pacifists and military 
experts. 

Generally, the pacifists have had a great 
response. It is typical that a Gothenburg 
newspaper should comment after such a 
debate : “It is the duty of the Government 
to see to it that the pacifists are not alone 
on the platform.” Or that the chairman of 
a Conservative Students Association summed 
up a discussion meeting with the words : 
“It seems to me that the pacifist speaker 
has given good arguments. Every bit fits as 
in a jig-saw puzzle.

The Causes of World War Three, by C. Wright Mills, Secker and Warburg, 15s, 
ATE, at one time held to be something apart from the will of men, with 
“God as the Totalitarian Planner,” has become in the process of man’s J HAVE just read in a Canadian 
social and industrial development the name given to the consequences of the 
multitude of sectional and unco-ordinated decisions taken by men in their effect 
on the total political drive, which became thus the inescapable aspect of man’s 


affairs. 

The great drive towards the centralisa- 
tion of controls in the present era, however 
destructive as it may be of effective demo- 
cratic freedom—has changed this situation 
in that the power of effective decision is 
now in the hands of very few men, and at 
a time when the total political drive is 
towards the universal destruction of man- 
Kind it has come about also that the fate of 
man has become controllable by men. 

This is a main thesis of “The Causes of 
World War Three,” by C, Wright Mills. 
The book is particularly addressed to intel- 
lectuals, but it would be well if it could 
be studied—and “ studied” and not “read ” 
is the word—by ali who are concerned with 
political issues, 

In an opening. paragraph, having re- 
marked that the drift and the thrust toward 
World War Ill is a defining characteristic 
of our epoch, the author remarks : 

“ Politicians and journalists, intellectuals 
and generals, businessmen and preachers 
now fight this war—and busily create the 
historical situation in which it is viewed

As I write, the debate on the British Gov 
ernment’s White Paper on its preparation 
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for World War III is in progress, and one 
only has to follow this to realise the extent 
to which, what ‘the author elsewhere speaks 
of as “crackpot realism,” dominates both 
the Parties, and how any sign of moral and 
political imagination is lacking even in the 
Labour Party, where one might expect to 
look for a slight glimmer of it, 

Professor Mills, writing as an American, 
is conscious of an aspect of the tendency 
to centralisation to which we in Britain are 
inclined to blind ourselves. The trend 
towards the centralisation of powers is not 
confined to the internal relations within 
nations, but also applies in the inter- 
national field, with the consequence that the 
control of the world policies of the powers 
is polarised in the hands of the US “ elite ” 
on the one hand and that of the USSR on 
the other,

fold.” This book tells the story of a 15- 
year-old country girl seduced by ‘a boy 
only a little older when neither under- 
stood the possible consequences. Brought 
up in a conventional provincial house- 
hold, I realised for the first time that the 
censorious. attitude towards unmarried 
mothers to which I was accustomed could 
be transformed into compassion by love 
and understanding. 


This ‘compassion illuminated all Laurence’s 
writings. In his world-famous series of 
plays, ‘‘ Victoria. Regina,” it even made 
a human, ajffection-worthy figure of 
Queen Victoria. From more sympathetic 
material, it brought St. Francis of Assisi 
to our side as a living example of 
humility and pity. And it was, of course, 
the basis of his pacifism, so deeply rooted 
in his compunction for all mankind. 


How shall we love Thee, holy hidden 
being 


If we love not the world which Thou hast 
made ? 


..he wrote in a well-known hymn often 
quoted at Christmas.

.Contrary to an announcement on _ the 
cover, this booklet considers only the first 
of Murry’s reputations, Mr. Mairet, how- 
ever, is probably right in saying that ‘“ the 
portion of John Middleton Murry’s work 
which is itself of the most literary value and 
is the most likely to appeal to posterity is 
his literary criticism.” For Murry’s religious 
and social preoccupations’ never wholly 
diverted him from literature: indeed, the 
historical research they promoted vastly en- 
riched his later studies, especially of Shake- 
speare (as Mr. Mairet points out), but also 
of Blake, Swift and the writers examined in 
Heaven—and Earth, It was high time these 
studies commanded the attention due to 
them. 

“ Murry’s works are among those which 
most intimately reflect the moral and in- 
tellectual disarray of a period of preci- 
pitous change: and his work as a whole 
is strongly motivated by an urge to re- 
discover the meaning of life through 
literature.” 

That is the salient fact. His approach to 
literature was governed from the first by a 
quest for values to live by—that is, by the 
same quest which prompted his social specu- 
lations and experiments, including the com- 
munity experiments that issued in. his final 
avatar as a farmer, Thanks to his firm grasp 
of this, Mr. Mairet has produced much the 
finest, most sympathetic and discriminating 
appraisal. of. Murry’s work as a critic to 
date. Let us hope it will be widely read, and 
that a second edition will soon be called 
for, with an accurate  bibliography.— 
F, A, L,

The concluding part of the book seeks to 
set out a practical programme by means of 
which the intellectuals should bring their 
influence to bear on the controlling “ elites.” 
It amounts, however, to little more than an 
exhortation to them on schematic lines to 
be true to the traditional ethos governing 
cultural development and scientific progress. 
The great value of the book lies in its set- 
ting out the main facts of the military, in- 
dustrial and political controls of today and 
the way they are operating, and in getting 
these facts understood, 


Professor Mills sets out these facts in the 
severest outline, and it is for this reason 
that I have urged that the book should be 
studied rather than merely read. Many 
aspects of the author’s thesis could be filled 
out with material that Peace News has pre- 
sented to its readers from time to time. 
There is one aspect upon which I am glad 
to see that Professor Mills places special 
emphasis. This is the fact that the US 
economy is geared to and is dependent upon 
a policy of massive military preparation and 
that this is a powerful factor that militates 
against a genuine US will to peace. 


He urges that there should be a Govern- 
ment policy that faces this fact and pro- 
vides for it in the proposals and programme 
it puts before the world.

Rebel passion 


Though Laurence had reliably learned that 
the Queen Mother and the late King 
George VI liked “ Victoria Regina,” he 
attributed our failure to a doubt cast in 
one of these plays on the legitimacy of 
the Prince Consort. But some of us knew 
better. The Establishment which, as 
Emrys Hughes recorded in Peace News 
for February 20 turned George Lansbury 
out of active politics, did not intend to 
reward a_ pacifist: writer whatever his 
merits. 


Laurence’s memory and reputation are, of 
course, safer than those of some ‘‘ names” 
which have received the OM. In spite of 
the efforts that we made, I personally like 
better to think of him without a routine 
CBE or CH. In his life, and now after 
his death, he is immortal because his 
work embodied that “ rebel passion” of 
pity which, as Gilbert Murray wrote in 
the Introduction to The Trojan Women, 
stands “against the organised forces of 
society, against conventional sanctions and 
accepted gods. It is the Kingdom of 
Heaven within us fighting against the 
brute powers of the world.” 
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Help it expire 

J UNE 30, 1959, is the day that the 
United States Government’s power 

to conscript men into the armed forces 

will expire—unless that power is re- 

newed by Congress. 

Until this date everything is set for a full- 
scale campaign to put an end to the draft 
in America. And it looks as if the Eisen- 
hower Administration plans to ask for a 
simple extension of the expiring draft act, 
without changes, “in an effort to avoid a 
free-for-all Congressional battle over mili- 
tary manpower policies.” 

The campaign is being pushed on a very 
wide front for a great variety of reasons, 
with Churches, Army top brass and all join- 
ing voices on Capitol Hill for a change in 
the Universal Military Training and Service 
Act, 

In this connection a report in the Des 
Moines Tribune of December 4 made inter- 
esting reading. A poll taken by Youth Re- 
search Institute among teen-agers revealed 
that an overwhelming majority thought that 
the draft should be ended—74 per cent of 
the boys and 62 per cent of the girls (are 
the latter more belligerent ?). In a previous 
survey in pre-Sputnik days, 51 per cent of 
the teen-agers queried were against the 
draft. The later poll also revealed that the 
main reason given for discontinuance was 
the nature of the new weapons,

The Star, a national evening newspaper, 
reports: “Some principals say they have 
one or two cases a year, others have half- 
a-dozen a year, and one headmaster said he 
had turned away more than 20 ‘suspects’ 
already this year.”

“LAST week’s fuss over Mr. ’Khrushehov’s speech on 


‘February 26-was much greater’‘than ‘the facts 


warranted. Even in Russian elections it is presumably 
advisable for a candidate to deliver a pre-election 


address; and with the elections scheduled for March 
1, Mr. Khrushchov. had only the choice between 


making his speech just before the arrival of Messrs. 


Macmillan and Selwyn Lloyd’in Moscow and making 
it while they were there. 

He would hardly have been a_ political strategist if 
he had not decided that the risk involved wouid be 


‘not quite so great if he first impressed his visitors 


with a warm personal welcome,,the more so since a 
decision,to cut short a visit which had aiready begun 
must of necessity call for a greater amount of anger 
than one to give up a journey not. yet 
started—which is not to deny that he may 
also have been very willing to demonstrate 
that warm: personal welcomes do not neces- 
sarily foreshadow soft bargaining. 


As. for the 12,000-werd speech, which 
few people can have taken the trouble to 
struggle through, it was not the part 
singled out by. Western’ commentators for 
their fiercest: condemnation that was. really 
oliensive. Their fury was: aroused» by: the 
biunt restatement ‘of, Soviet views © on 
Berlin, on the whole German question, on 
disarmament proposals and other Soviet 
versus West issues and on the alleged re- 
jection of a Foreign Ministers’ meeting, 
while Mr. Macmillan’s resentment appears 
to have been due more to the timing of 
the speech than to its content. 

What was really oifensive in the speech 
was that, well: before coming to the im- 
portant Soviet versus West issues and the 
desirability of a Summit meeting, Mr. 
Khrushchov indulged in plain invective of 
the old slanging match kind, It is simply 
not true that the people in. capitalistic 
states ‘‘ who create wealth are in fact with- 
out rights.” Nor are millions and millions 
of them “oppressed by a comparatively 
small handful of exploiters.” 


If Mr. Khrushchov really believes this, 
his misreading of true conditions in the 
West is bound to have a dangerous effect 
on his attitude in Summit meeting negotia- 
tions; if he does not, his nth repetition of 
mere propaganda slanders was demagogy 
of the worst kind. 

The reason for going back here to an 
incident now closed is twofold. First, it is | 
worth noting that the. British . Prime 
Minister has shown himself to be a_ bigger. and 
shrewder man than ail those who yelled that he 
should. “‘ pack up and come home.”

The Observer recently published a series of excellent 
articles by Mr. Michael Foot on “ Parliament in 


» Danger,” in which the author ably demonstrated the 


undemocratic methods with which the Parties operate 
today. This was then followed by an article entitled 
“Too Much Secrecy,” by Mr. Jo Grimond, the leader 
of the British Liberal Party, in which he attempted .to 
continue the discussion, 


Mr, Grimond’s remarks are a classic example of the 


dichotomy of interest to which we have just referred. 
With greater humanity than political insight he argues 


for a more liberal political system whilst ignoring the 
framework of an ever-constricting militarism, 


“The whole tendency of present-day politics,” he 
sadly recognises, “is to keep the public too much in 
the dark.” In considering military secrecy, Mr. 
Grimond urges that the people “must have been 
taken far enough into the confidence of Ministers to 
understand ‘the reasons for their actions,” and he 
argues that the British Government in foreign affairs 
should make “our obligations and its intentions 
rather clearer.” 

Mr, Grimond must realise that no Government of 
a Great Power can hope to abandon military secrecy 
or establish enlightened principles of foreign policy. 
{t is “‘not in the public interest” to impart any 
information which can allow considered opinions to 
be formed on a vast number of vital issues. | Mr. 
Grimond is right: without information the’ ‘people 
“must be forgiven for treating politicians with a 
certain amount of cynicism.” 

In foreign policy, similarly, no Great Power dares 
enunciate unqualified principles. If it is necessary to 
preserve, alter or extend its sphere of influence in the 
power struggle, it must support a corrupt regime 
(Jordan), establish a puppet Government (Eastern 
Europe), deny national independence (for years in 
Cyprus), or undermine the national economy (Malta) 
as the occasion demands. 


It is, of course, not only the Liberal Party that has 
to learn these lessons, but since Mr, Grimond has 
claimed to have a distinctive policy in the face of the 
political giants he should recognise that the nuclear 
age demands a revolutionary attitude to basic political 
assumptions. This means a thorough-going war re- 
sistance, not hopefully nibbling at uncomfortable 
features of present policy,

HE level of honesty of Tuesday’s communiqué is

Strong pressure 


IN his original letter to us about the “No. Votes 

for the H-bomb” campaign Frank Allaun, M.P, 
suggested that instead of this campaign the Direct 
Action Committee should try to get sympathetic 
Labour MPs to vote against the Defence Estimates. 
We welcomed this suggestion and asked Frank Allaun 
to develop it. Since then we have heard nothing from 


him, though we have twice raised the matter, 


However, in a letfer to the Manchester Guardian he 
said he had been persuaded by some of his friends

voting for an amendment that asks for more efficient 
nuclear defence; 

We are not surprised that Frank’ Allaun withdrew. 
We understand that: the “friends” he referred to in 
his letter to the Manchester Guardian were, in fact, 
the Labour Whips. 

We only hope that. this incident will have made it 
clear just what pressure is put on MPs who show 
signs of taking an independent line. 


Kenya’s prisons 


THE last seven years in Kenya have followed a 

pattern which it is no coincidence we have seen 
elsewhere: minor war, terrorism and repression. 
Deaths in one year have passed 5,000, but the killings 
have given way to conditions bringing widespread 
reports and allegations of violence, inhumanity and 
suppression. 

The conditions in prisons and detention camps have 
been a target for constant criticism. There were the 
detailed and devastating articles by the Quaker Eileen 
Fletcher, which first appeared in Peace News in May, 
1956. Although Miss Fletcher, as a former rehabili- 
tation officer in the Kenya Government’s Department 
of Community Development and Rehabilitation, could 


substantiate her articles when the political storm 
broke, the British Government treated her with 
contempt. 


Now there is a mounting pile of fresh reports—not 
merely aliegations, of which there are far more—of 
ill-treatment, riots, heavy corporal punishment and 
prison officers admitting being guilty of beating up 
prisoners, There are also sworn ‘affidavits by former 
officials describing atrocities, but the, British Govern- 
ment has rejected a Labour Motion for an independent 
inquiry,

Rocket protests in Germany 


TPHE campaign. against nuclear 
weapons in Germany now awaits 
integration with negotiations over the 
latest trigger-point for World War III, 
Berlin, comments Dr. Lore Frobenius.

Renunciation in Japan 


PERHAPS ithe most hopeful news of 


all comes from Japan. 

On May 7, 1957, Mr, Kishi, the Japanese 
Prime Minister, told the Diet that it would 
not be “unconstitutional for Japan to 
possess nuclear weapons for the self-defence 
of the country.” Eighteen months later he

FR EADERS may have become a little tired of my 
repeated warning during the last few months of 
the grave situation in Central Africa. 


come earlier than I “expected! “ The 
Constitution of the Federation is not 
to be reviewed until 1960. One had 
anticipated the “show-down” then. 
But the sweeping wave of the African 
movement in Nyasaland and the reac- 
tion of the strong die-hard elements 
among the Europeans in the Rhodesias 
have precipitated events. The crisis 
has begun and will go on mounting, 


From the inception of the Central Afri- 
can Federation six years ago Nyasaland 
has always been the most explosive terri- 
tory. It is African in every sense. The 
population is overwhelmingly African ; 
there are 8,300 Europeans and 11,000 .of 
other races compared with 2,690,000 Afri- 
cans. The whole social environment and 
atmosphere are African. There is no sense 
of a European occupation as there is at 
Nairobi in Kenya, Lusaka in Northern 
Rhodesia or Salisbury in Southern Rho- 
desia. 


Federation unacceptable 


Nyasaland Africans have none of the in- 
feriority complex found sometimes among 
conquered peoples. They have never been 
conquered. They became a British Pro- 
tectorate by treaty signed with dignity and 
status by the Chiefs. They were shocked 
when, in opposition to the wishes of both 
chiefs and people, they were forcibly 
federated with the Rhodesias. They knew 
that the Rhodesias were run by Europeans. 
They feared that they would cease to be 
an African State. 

During the period of agitation against 
absorption by the Rhodesias the home of 
Dr. Hastings Banda in North-West London 
became the centre of advice to the depu- 
tations of chiefs and peoples who travelled 
from Nyasaland to protest to the Colonial 
Office. I often went to that home, and 
saw the confidence placed in Dr. Banda.

' Congress appreciates the need for economic 
and social advance, but it does not regard 
them as an alternative to self-government. 


Reports have suggested that much vio- 
lence has occurred. Some is inevitable 
when excited crowds are dispersed. I have 
telegrams suggesting violence on the side 
of the police. 

Announcements are made that an air- 
port and the main road to East Africa are 
in the hands of Congress, as though there 
were civil war. I understand that when the 
Federal Government proclaimed that it was 
sending in troops the Africans scattered 
obstacles on the airfield to prevent the 
planes landing and they massed in the 
road. The Africans have no arms. If 
bloodshed occurs they will not have done 
the firing, 


The struggle was extended to the Rho- 
desias -by the incredibly provocative action 
of the Southern Rhodesian Premier, Sir 
Edgar Whitehead, in banning all the Afri- 
can organisations in his territory, arresting 
400 African leaders, and declaring a state 
of emergency, 

Sir Edgar acknowledged that no violence 
had occurred in Southern Rhodesia. He 
justified his repressive actions by saying 
that he wanted to avoid the trouble in 
Nyasaland spreading, although the Nyasa- 
land Government itself had not declared 
an emergency! He announced he had the 
approval of the Federal Government and 
hoped the Governments of Northern Rho- 
desia and Nyasaland would folow his ex- 
-ample.

Then, a year ago, the Nyasaland African 
National Congress asked him to return as 
their leader. He was welcomed almost as 
a Messiah, and the Congress caught the 
imagination of the whole peopie. He went 
to the Accra African People’s Conference 
and returned to Nyasaland confident and 
determined. The Congress is now Nyasa- 
land. Nyasaland is now the Congress. 


The Press has represented Dr. Banda 
as a swashbuckler. I know him as a 
slightly-built, charming man, kind, friendly, 
reasonable. If he now speaks challengingly 
one can be sure he is reflecting his people. 


The claims of the Congress are reason- 
able. It asks for a majority of Africans in 
the Legislature. It is prepared to accept 
British officials in the Executive Council. 
It looks forward, of course, to the time 
when Nyasaiand will be fully democratic 
and independent. 


But. on no consideration will Nyasaland 
accept the continuation of Federation with 
the European-dominated Rhodesias. British 
visitors point to the economic advantages. 
The richer Rhodesias contribute substan- 
tially to roads, hospitals, schools, The 
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that he wanted to avoid the trouble in 
Nyasaland spreading, although the Nyasa- 
land Government itself had not declared 
an emergency! He announced he had the 
approval of the Federal Government and 
hoped the Governments of Northern Rho- 
desia and Nyasaland would folow his ex- 
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‘ample. 


Resistance provoked 


Three comments can be made, 


First, Sir Edgar Whitehead’s action, and 
he had the unanimous approval of the 
Southern Rhodesian Parliament, proves to 
the hilt how right the Nyasaland Afri- 
cans are to fear subordination to the 
Rhodesias. Second, instead of preventing 
trouble, his challenge to the African orga- 
nisation will stimulate and spread resist- 
ance throughout Central Africa and will 
incite racial feeling all over the con- 
tinent. 

Third, Britain retains responsibility in 
Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland, So far 
from following Sir Edgar Whitehead’s ex- 
ample, we must meet the danger he has 
let loose by recognising the just claims of 
the Africans of Nyasaland and making it 
clear that our aim is a democratic Central 
Africa in which racial privilege is ended. 

We do not yet appreciate how serious 
the conflict in Central Africa is becoming. 
It is the greatest test we have faced in the 
whole continent. It may become the 
gravest conflict in British imperial history 
since the long struggle of India for the 
equality and independence of its people.

T is not new for a Briltish Prime 
Minister, and a Conservative one 
at that, to talk about negotiations in 
terms that sound positively pacifist.

One of the most disturbing features of 
the debate for pacifists was the emphasis 
by Labour spokesmen on the need for 
other forms of defence besides nuclear 
weapons. This suggests that the Labour 
Party might well think it necessary to re-

in any degree different from what used to 
be called a “war of nerves.” In other 
words, a quite blatant threat, if either one 
side or the other tries to drive too hard a 
bargain, or refuses to make any concession 
towards a possible formula for agreement, 
to use military strength instead of a settle- 
ment. 


The fact is that all the “jaw” in the 
world is not going to be effective for settle- 
ment unless there is a genuine will to find 
agreement, and a willingness to concede 
something in the interests of the peoples 
concerned. 


Moreover, however much either Mac- 
millan or Khrushchov, Adenauer or Eisen- 
hower may “jaw, jaw, jaw,” there can be 
no settlement, and there will be no peace, 
until the weapons which are laid threaten- 
ingly upon the table are thrown away 
before the negotiators draw up their chairs. 


When the weapons have thus been dis- 
carded, threats will have no place at the 
discussions; when the method of war has 
been abandoned as the immoral and futile 
means that it is, then and only then, can 
there be “‘ jaw, jaw, jaw,” with the absolute 
certainty that there will be no “ war, war, 
wat.” 
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
